NAVAL PARTIES LANDED AND THE 
VOLUNTEERS CALLED OUT. 

Shanghai, April 6. 

The strike of the wheelbarrow coclies 
against the imerease of the Jieense 
fues tonk s very serious turn yeste! 
day uorning, when a mob of between seven 
or eight hundred men, armed for the most 

art with bambons, and attended by a very 
urge crowd of more or Jess active aympa- 
thisers, marched from the French Conces- 
sion ,inlo the Anglo-American Settlemont, 
hy way of the Bund bridge over the Yung- 
king-pang, and conimenced a riot which it 
is*believed has resulted in thedeath uf tivo 
natives, although no direct evidenve is yet 
available on that point. The policeman on 
duty near the Bridge had his attontion 
drawn {o the advancing erowd, and sfter 
the skirmish an the sane spot last week he 
nuturally apprebended mischief, For seme 
reeson the Trench polico 
soomed to de nothing to hindor the riotors, 
who, a4 goon as they crossed the bridge 
attacked a coolie-cart curcying slaughter- 


house offul zd then ‘ went for’ the policc- |. 


man. ‘This was at ahout oleven o’cloek-and 
some gentlemen who happened to be in the 
Club rushed out to the assistance of the 
policeman, who was algo reinforced by some 
others, including Lunpacion Matheson, and 
two Sikh troopers. It was then apparent 
that the mob was in 4 very nasty temper, 
and after Inspector Matheson had boon 
seriously hurl about tho legs, telephone 
messages were despatched for assistance, 
The ponies tho Sikhs were riding could not 
be got to face tha yelling crowd, brandishing 
hamboos, but Mr Tulloch held the animals 
whilst the troopers charged the riotera in 
the pluckiest manner with their swords. 
One of the men, however, was overwhelin- 
ed and his sword-taken away from him, but 
regaining his fect he got hold of a bamboo 


and hegan to Jay about in deadly fashion, j 


one man being left senscless on the ground, 
whilat another native was seen to stagger 
of with a swerd wound in. thé abdomen. 
Meanwhile the unarmed foreigners fared 
somewhat badly, ant, after getting some 
nasty wounds on the head, Messra. Cushny 
and John ~Graham sought refuge in Mr 
McBain’s office (next door to the Club), the 
windows of which were at once smashed 
hy bricks, which the rivters hal been 
allowed to collect-in baskets from some 
buildings in courso of demolition on the 
French side, nnd bring along. The Club 
verandah was strewn with brickbata, whilst 
the roadway was also littered with offal. 
When the Sikh trooper was doprived of his 
sword, the rioter who had secured it at 
_onco began operations with it, and one of 
the persons he came across was Captain 
Keswick, tho Adjutant of the Volunteers, 
who clovorly warded off with his cane a 
savage élash at his head. Later the sumo 
man, brandishing the sword, headed the 
retreating procession through Frevch 
town. With the: arrival of reinfurce- 
ments the polico wore able to drive back 
the crowd somewhat, but so threatening 
was the situation that the Chairman of the

to be dealt with, the condition of affairs was 
oxciting. “Every possible precaution to de- 
fond the Anglo-American Settlement was 
pushed onshore, whilst the Plover brought 
her search-light into use. ‘Thon, as nothin, 
seemed to happen, the roport which had 
caused the seare was discredited, and tho

What bas thua far been. written repro- 
sents the salient features of a day which 
begun cakoly, but which develope the 
inoat Bnrprising crop of rumours as it wore 
on.
